Industrial Commission Deny Compen- 


sation to Wife, of Late John 
''': 
Hoenig, Killed Prom

Madison, Wis., April 29.—Holding 


for the first time that death by a 
lightning 
stroke is not proximately 
caused by accident within the meaning 
of the term as denned in the work- 
men's compensation act, the industrial 
commission today denied compensa- 
tion to Helena Hoenig of Little Rapids 
for the death of her husband, John 
Hoenig, last August. Hoenig was em- 
ployed by the Lindauer-O'Connell Com- 
pany as a carpenter. 
On a day when 


there had been intermittent rain, with 
accompanying lightning,, he was en- 
gaged in taking 
planks out of the 
water above a dam in the Fox river. 
While thus engaged he-was'killed by 
lightning. 
• •

' 


"The question before us for decis-. 
ion," says the commission," is whether 
bodily injury is the result of an acci- 
dent within the meaning of the com- 
pensation act." 
The commission then refers to the 
intention of the legislature, as con- 
strued from the report of the" cotpmit- 
tee which, drafted, the law. 
It -also 
cites decisions- of—the English courts 
and tlie-Tules of-the old common-law^ 
under which de"ath from lightning was 
defined as an act of God and'; could 
not be pleaded successfully in a claim 
for personal damages. In this connec- 
tion the commission says: 
"Clearly the industry may and ought 
to be charged with the burdens result- 
mg from the hazards.of the industry 
itself. It is an open Question whether 
he industry^should Be charged with 
be compensation for injuries resulting 
rpm the acts of God so-called." 


Eventually expecting that the Hoe- 
nig case may go to the supreme court 
or final action, the commission con- 
ludes its memorandum-.with the fol- 
owing: 
"The determination of the question 


)f law involved in this case is difficult, 
iut if our construction of the law is 
frong, the court upon the findings of 
act here found may fa'irly determine 
a law applicable thereto."

State Forester, E. M. Griffith .Plans 


Big Remodeling of Large'Badger 


Recreation Plots.

Madison,. Wis., April 29.—This sea- 


son will see much improvement work 
in-the; four state parks that have'been 
acquired by. the state, according 'to 
B. M. Griffith, state forester. 
Penin- 
sula state park is the' largest, con- 
taining approximately . 3,7000 acres 
and occupies a peninsula'v extending 
out into Green Bay from Door- county, 
between the villages of. Fish Creek 
and; Ephrlam, Marquette state park 
contains about 1,670 acres,1 lying be- 
tween, the Wisconsin and Mississippi 
rivers hear Wyalusing. 
The" Devils 


Lake^ park -contains about 1,040 acres 
In Sauk county near Baraboo. The 
Interstate park is owned jointly by 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, Minnesota 
owning 150 acres on the west side of 
the St. Qroix river and 
Wisconsin 
owns 550 acres on the east side. 
'Mr.' Griffith, says that the part of 
the permanent state forest reserves 
that is on the Briile river in Douglas 
county, about 6,000'acres are 
well 
snited:for use as a park and no doiibt 
it. will be frequented more and mow, 
The region has great natural beauty 
and 
many people 
from 
St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Milwaukee have lo- 
cated summer homes itf the vicinity. 


-The .improvement work in Peninsu- 
la .Park was begun last season. Con- 
siderable areas have been cleaned up 
and-, the 
brush anc"< weeds 
burned. 
The roads within the park have been 
improved and the state highway com- 
mission is making a plan for- four 
and one-half miles of macadam road 
along the boundary of the park, work 
on- which will be commenced soon. 
In addition a plan has been made for 
a fine scenic road to skirt the shore 
of Green Bay part way and to ascend 
the highest hills, so as to afford the 
best views from the park. Mr. Grif- 
fith says that sites have been platted 
for campers, a house for the park 
superintendent has been located and 
repaired, and two nine hole golf links 
have been laid out. 
A map of the 


park has been issufed with rules and 
regulations in force. A telephone line 
has . been built In/ the park to give 
connectiens outside and one or two 
observatory towers have-been erect- 
ed, which will be used to detect and 
prevent stlie spread of. forest fires, and 
also to give visitors of tfce park- good 
views. .•'; About 200,000-young forest 
trees will be shipped 
by the state 


nursery/at Trout lake. 
Marquette Park wais so named be-

Dealers complain that 
in some instances where crops are held 
for two or three years they pay taxes 
on ttte same crop two or three times, 
which they feel is a hardship andean 
injustice, as it often happens that the 
crop is depreciating in value.

There are some places in our coun- 


try made famous by the wonderful 
breakfast cakes like muffins and pop- 
overs. The secret of success in any 
Iin» is painstaking care and she or he 
•who gains a reputation in any line is 
one who not only does things well, but 
does them a little better than anybody 
else. There is real skill in the making 
and baking of a good muffin and pop- 
over. In the popover we want some- 
thing entirely different from the tex 
ture of the muffin. The inside of the 
popover is hollow or made up of very 
larg&- bubbles, so we must remember 
not to beat the eggs only enough to 
mix them, as the popover uses the 
eggs solely for the lightening. In all 
cakes in. which eggs are used for the 
lightening the oven should be slow. 
With popovers It is extremely essen- 
tial for their perfection that the oven 
should be slow at first. -As the pop- 
over batter is thin, if heat is applied 
too rapidly at first the mass begins to 
expand quickly and the mixture being 
BO thin the walls of the air cells burst 
and the popover refuses to pop. Have 
the over. -so slow that the popovers 
rise very slowly the first 20 minutes. 


Popoven— Take three eggs, a pint 


of milk and a pint of 'flour, sifted be- 
fore measuring and a teaspoonful of 
salt. Grease Dine deep cups or muffin 
pans; this is another point not usually 
followed; a shallow gem pan will not 
do, the -deep granite cups make the 
best popovers ; they will then rise 6 to 
S inches high. Break the eggs Into a 
bowl without separating the yolks 
from the whites, heat Just enough to 
mi* them, then add the milk. In a 
second bowl have the flour and salt 
and add the egg mixture slowly, beat 
ing well until smooth. Strain through 
a sieve and put Into the cups, they 
should be two-thirds full. They wil 
be done in 50 minutes and should be 
as light as a feather when lifted. The 
interior Is always slightly moist and 
they, shoulfl be served without being 
piled on one another. 


Cold popovers. may be opened like 


cream puffs and filled with any desired 
^filling, then served aa-a-.wra'ert or for 
'a child's lunch. If filled with a good 
custard this is a most desirable des 
sert for children.
